There's still time this summer for an- 
other big-screen adaptation of a 1960s 
TV spy series.

Let's 
go back to the height of the Cold War, 
when the U.S. and Russia were sworn 
enemies. The CIA's Napoleon (Henry 
Cavill) and the KGB's Iliya (Armie 
Hammer) must join forces to stop

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a bomb. They assume new identities 
and enlist the help of a beautiful Ger- 
man mechanic (Alicia Vikander) who's 
the estranged daughter of a mysteri- 
ous scientist.

In 1988, N.W.A. touched a nerve 
with its controversial anthem "F— k 
tha Police." This highly charged 
and exhilarating epic chronicles the 
pioneering hip-hop group's rise, fall 
and enduring legacy.

Young (Corey Hawkins), O'Shea "Ice 
Cube" Jackson (O'Shea Jackson Jr.,

the LAPD in rough Compton, Cali- 
fornia.
